The uneconomic condition of our doleving 
industry can be largely ascribed to inadequate 
winter feeding, states the report. ‘The con- 
servation of summer grass by haymaking, 
artificial drying and mc ir was examined 

the Oiannanioa, and they express the 

view that, owing to the inadequacy of hay 
as a winter feedi ing and the impracticability 
of grass-drying by artificial means, they 
consider it desirable to concentrate mainly 
on. the possibilities of enaiting. grass, They, 
recommend that grass for ens} should be 
cut at least three weeks before the stage at 
which it normally would be mown for hay. 
Permanent concrete silos are recommended 
for use in this country, and the report states 
that good silage can be made from semi- 
mature grass without the addition either of 
acid or EA — Boro gé is careful 
filling and packing. it grass mange- 
noon yields of at least ten tons of roo. 
per acre should be obtained on average land, 


GRASS MANAGEMENT 


On the question of grass management, a 
very low output from grass land is noted 
and it is suggested that the grass lands o 
the country could be vastly improved ie 
attention to drainage, manuring, better 
ing and more attention to stoc ing. 

‘Finally, the Commission urges a more 
vigorous and sustained propaganda. for the 
extended adoption of ensilage and recom- 
mends that in addition to the Department's 
scheme, under which loans up to £40 ve 
available for the erection of silos, Coun 
Committees of Agriculture should make 
grants available for the same purpose.

To Be, or Not To Be? 


"T'WENTY-SIX years ago to-day the 

- British people and Parliament were 
faced with a terrible decision. War 
had broken out on the Continent 
of Enrope. Belgium had been in- 
vaded by the German Army, and 
the world was waiting to see what 
Great Britain intended to do. Belgium's 
neutrality had been guaranteed not only 
by Great Britain, but also by Germany ; 
and when, on the night of August 4th, 
1914, the British Government declared war 
against the German Emperor, the fate of 
Bismarck’s Empire was sealed. The wheel 
has come full circle. After. more than a 
quarter of a‘century Germany and Great 
Britain are at war again. This time not 
Belgium, but Poland, was the immediate 
cause of the conflict. Once more the 
British Government had pledged its word 
to defend the independence of a small 
nation ; once again it was called upon to 
redeem its bond. Now, on the twenty- 
sixth anniversary of the day when von 
Emmich’s troops began to hammer on the 
gates of Litge, Great Britain faces. 
Germany alone. One after another, her 
allies have been defeated, and Herr Adolf 
Hitler is unchallenged master of Western 
Europe, just as Napoleon Bonaparte 
was more than one hundred and thirty 
years ago. Now, as then, Great 
Britain is awaiting invasion. Now, as 
then, the invading Power seems to be 
hesitating ; and the cause of its hesitation 
is the twenty-mile stretch of salt water 
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he cannot afford to 


advance of: its complete success. An 
attempted invasion .of Eng if. it 
should be repulsed, would be fatal to Herr 
Hitler’s reputation. It would burst, once 
and for all time, the bubble of German

China’s Hopes 


For three years China has been con- 
ducting a gallant and honourable war 


| against unwarranted invasion. . The odds 


against her have been formidable; her 
generals have made mistakes, and have 
paid the penalty of them; she has paid 
the penalty, too, of trustfulness, inas- 
much as she has relied upon the pledges 
of several nations which—largely as a 
result of unforeseen circumstances—have 
left her in the lurch. Can China hope to 
persevere in the unequal struggle? Some 
months ago the answer well might have 
been ‘Yes!’’ Her arniies included 
hundreds of thousands, if not millions, of 
young and enthusiastic men, and more 
were available to fill the ranks as they 
were thinned by the Japanese fire. There 
was a fine spirit throughout the greater 
part of the huge country, and there was 
a steady, if hardly an adequate, supply of 
arms via Hong Kong, Burma and French 
Indo-China. The position to-day is less 
clear. France, over-run by German 
troops, has been forced to defer to a 
Japanese demand that the supply of arms 
through her Asiatic territory shall be 
abandoned ; Great Britain, unable to offer 
a real challenge to the Japanese, has 
promised that none shall be transported 
via Hong Kong and Burma for a period 
of three months—which probably means 
sine die. It remains to be seen what 
Chiang Kai-shek will do under these 
changed conditions. We do not pretend— 
nor can any European newspaper pretend 
—to an understanding of events in the 
heart of China; lucid and authoritative 
reports from that huge area are well nigh 
non-existant. It would scarcely be sur- 
prising, howzver, to learn that the loss of 
their supplies of arms had made all the 
difference to the Chinese Nationalists’ hope 
of victory. Without weapons, petro) and 
the other essential stores, an army, how- 
ever numerous, brave and well-disciplined, 
cannot expect to prevail against an enemy 
which not only is brave and well- 
disciplined, but possesses the materials. 
Chiang Kai-shek has endured many dis- 
appointments during fécent years; is it 
not too sadly possible that this latest dis- 
appointment will be the last straw? He 
and his cause, for all practical purposes, 
are friendless. No single nation—not 
even Russia—is supplying him with the 
material on which all his chances of 
success are grounded, many are in 
sympathy with him, but sympathy is 
little help, while his enemies are being 
furnished with arms, and his own people 
denied them. Will he be able now even to 
maintain the fighting spirit of his vast 
armies ? 

An extremely interesting article from 4 
Special Correspondent of The Times 
suggests that the situation may not be so 
bad for Chiang Kai-shek as it seems. His 
hope lies not so much in his own strength 
as in the fundamental weakness of his 
enemies. Japan cannot hope to prosecute 
the war indefinitely: it is far too severe 
a drain upon her own scanty resources. 
That is why they have tried so hard to 
achieve their anibitions in China by 
diplomacy, propaganda and w “fifth 
column’’ methods rather than by actual 
fighting. ‘‘ They have lost the incentive,” 
says The Times, ' to penetrate deeper 
into a country where the winning of 
battles fails to bring them victory. Not 
long ago they addressed what was almost 
an appeal to Chiang Kai-shek to lay down 
his arms; he replied with a fierce counter- 
attack against the newly captured city of 
Nanning. They have tried almost 
desperately to establish and consolidate 
the puppet régime of the renegade 
Nationalist, Wang Ching-wei: the 
Chungking leaders ‘‘ continue to show 
the utmost unconcern . , . and regard 
the failure of his régime as a foregone 
conclusion.”” In fact, the correspondent 
concludes, this puppet administration has 
been a mistake of Japanese policy: having

De-rationing of Meat 


It is stated to-day that Mr. Ernest 
Bevin, the Minister of Labour, is consu!t- 
ing Lord Woolton, the Minister of Food, 
as to the possibility of de-rationing meat 
throughout the winter for workers in heavy 
industries. No scheme has been worked 
out in detail, but, should one eventuate. 
it is probable that workers will be issued 
with special cards, giving their names and 
occupations, which will enable them to get 
their increased ration of meat. It is said 
that, owing to the Navy, there has been 
no difficulty in building up. meat reserves. 
and that the public larders are well stocked 
with frozen meat from South America and 
the Dominions. Mr. Bevin, also interested 
in another matter. is considering detailed 
suggestions regarding holidays for war 
workers. The ideas submitted to him 
include a full week off at once, division 
of the week's holiday into two parts, and 
taking the holidays one day at a time. 
Mr. Bevin is to announce his decision in 
the course of the next few days; but, in 
any event, holiday arrangements will have 
to vary according to the nature of the work 
done. 


Renewal of Racing ? 


Commenting upon the announcement 
that the Jockey Club and the National 
Hunt Committee have been in touch with 
the Government and hope to resume racing 
in the autumn, the Evening News states 
that the news has cheered the racing 
world. There were those who expected a 
resumption of racing later this month, but 
it was indicated in the official -statement 
that mid-September is nearer the mark.

For 
the time being Lord Beaverbrook will 
continue to be Minister of Aircraft 


Production.” 

Lord Beaverbrook, the weep ce TH _ pro- 
prietor was sixty-one last May. limitable 
énergy and resource, fearlessness, an analy- 
tical mind and an engaging personality have 
made him one of: Britain’s foremost figures. 
This is the second war in which he has been 
called into special service. He was a success 
as Minister of Information at the latter end 
of the Great War. 

Mr. Churchill’s decision to strengthen his 
team by the inclusion of Lord Beaverbrook 
means that the War Cabinet is now increased 
in numbers from five members to six, writes 
the Press Association Lobby. Correspondent.

A Polish merchant ship has been saved for 
service in the Allied cause through the de- 
termination and skill of its officers and crew. 
The 1,864 tons Polish steamer, Kroman, lying 
at Dakar, French: West Africa, had been im- 
mobilised by the removal of a vital part of 
her machinery. One day last week her 
captain discovered that a number of Germans 
who had arrived in Dakar by air were trying 
to seize his ship.. He determined on an 
attempt to break out of harbour to prevent 
his vessel falling into German hands, and by 
improvisation and engineering skill the 
engines of the Kroman were made to work, 
and the ship then esca through the 
harbour defences. On reaching the open sea 
a course was set for a British port, where 
the vessel is now safe.

BRITISH BOMBERS ACTIVE

GERMAN OBJECTIVES

The attacks on German aerodromes and 
oil refineries, mentioned in the British 
communiqué above, were carried out in spite 
of low clouds and haze, states the Air 

inistry News Service. 
Sn The aerodromes at Leeuwarden, in North 
Holland, and Haamstede, on the Island of 
Schouwen, were attacked on Thursday after- 
noon by a small force of Royal Air Force 
bombers. At Haamstede, the crew of one of 
the raiders saw a newly completed hangar hit 
by one of their bombs. The remainder of 
the stick fell across the flying field. A few 
minutes after this attack, the rear gunner of 
this aircraft machine-gunned and damaged 
two Messerschmitt 109's which were on the 
ground, and stopped a lorry in its tracks 
with a further burst.” 

At Leeuwarden, attacks were also made on 
other Messerschmitts dispersed round the 
edge of the aerodrome. Here .one of the 
raiders, to ensure that he was really over his 
objective, made three runs through the haze 
before dropping his bombs. No enemy 
fighters were encountered, but one of the 
attackers, emerging from a cloud-bank on his 
return journey, just missed a head-on collision 
with a German bomber. In the fraction of 
time which elapsed as the aircraft avoided 


other machine as a Junker 88. He was even 
close enough to see splashes of mud on its 
wing, but so brief was the encounter that 
neither had time to fire. 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRES 


“During the night, operations over Ger- 
many = § áidh “testtieted by bad weather, 
but a few British bombers,. of which orly 
one failed to locate its target, bombed oil 
refineries at Gelsenkirchen, Kamen and 
Reisholz, in North-West Germany; the 
Krupps works at Essen, and railway sidings 
at Hamm and Mannheim. 

“At Kamen and Reisholz the raiders were 
particularly successful. One of the pilots 
who attacked the oil plant at Kamen said: 
‘After’ we had - our bombs there 
were greenish flashes—evidence that the ex- 
plosions were other than those of the burst- 
ing bombs—and many fires were started, The 
whole target was a mass of flames.’ The last 
of the raiders reaching the objective, half an 
hour later, reported that he had caused an 
extension to the damage already done by 
further hits with the heavy bombs in the 
blazing area. 

“In the raid on Reisholz bombs started a 
dozen fires, which merged into one big blaze. 
Other aircraft caused large explosions, and 
after further attacks great columns of smoke 


rose. 

“In the same area another British aircraft 
saw in the distance an enemy aircraft diving 
to the ground in flames, hit apparently by its 
own anti-aircraft barrage. 

“ At Essen the Krupps Works were sub- 
jected to a five minutes’ attack by a raider 
which scored several hits on the works, and 
started fires which could be plainly seen by 
the observer until at 11,000 feet the aircraft 
entered the clouds. 


FIGHT WITH GERMAN

“On the way home, after attacking the 
aerodrome at Dortmund, another bomber en- 
countered a twin-engined enemy aircraft a 
few miles north of The Hague. The enemy 
approached from above and behind. As soon 
as the enemy aircraft came within four 
hundred yards the British rear gunner re- 
turned his opponent’s fire and set his star- 
board wing alight. ‘ The machine,’ the rear 
gunner reported, ‘then climbed steeply and 
stalled.’ A small piece of the starboard wing 
fell away in flames, and immediately after- 
wa flames were seen spreading along the 
leading edges of both wings; but the final 
result of the encounter was unobserved.”’

THE FIRST CLIMBERS 


It has been something like a craze since 
the first climbers won through to the to» 
almost half a century ago. They were two 
German scientists, who were exploring the 
territory in the days when it was ‘* German 
East *’—-Professor Hans Mayer and Ludwig 
Purtscheller. In 1889 they struggled up 
through the forest belt, a dank, dense tang. 
of strange tropical trees, until they emerge: 
into the open at 10,000 feet. Here they found 
3,000 feet of grasslands to surmount, ani 
then came to the region of the eterna! snows 
and the glaciers. In the end they stood 
exultant on the summit—the windswept 
point which the Masai tribe have always 
called “ Ngaje Ngai,’’ the House of God. 

If you want to climb Kilimanjaro alone, you 
need one native guide and six porters. Each 
extra person oth another two porters added 
to the roll. The charge is inclusive of 
everything—food, gear and all. But donkeys 


are five shillings a day extra. If you are 
lazy, you can ride your donkey up to 16,00 
feet and then walk the remaining 2,520 feet. 


So there is still a dash of desperate en- 
deavour about this business of climbing 
Africa’s highest peak : the donkeys do not yet 
go quite to the summit. But, then, Í feel 
the donkeys are not ey! their best. Perhaps 
some day soon one of them will be human 
enough to desire fame as “the first donkey 
to climb Kilimanjaro,” and then I may ride 
right to the top. .. 

Men and women—and I almost added 
children—have climbed Kibo. Mr. William 
C. West was the first Englishman to reach 
the summit—that was in 1814—and English. 
men have been tackling the peak ever since 
They come írom all parts of the world; but 
the settlers of Tanganyika and Kenya are a 
little blasé about the business, and it is 
usually left to strangers to essay the climb. 


THE FIRST WOMEN 


The first woman to climb the mountain was 
Miss Sheila MacDonald, who succeeded ten 
years ago.

HE FISHING SEASON 


— I 
BIG CATCHES, BUT HERRINGS 
‘SCARCE 


Trish fishermen are having a busy season. 
The quantity of in-shore fish already landed 
this year is considerably greater than that 
of the corresponding period last year. 

While cas rr andings have been very 
satisfactory at all centres, the catches of 
herrings have been rather disappointing, it is 
reported. The season at Howth, it is stated, 
has been a complete failure, and it has been 
found necessary to abandon fishing. Already 
most of the boats from Ardglass and Arklow 
have returned to their home waters, where 
they will resume their trawling. 

e movements of herring shoals have 
for some time past been puzzling scientists 
both in Ireland and Great Britain. After 
considerable research it can now be ascer- 
tained approximately where and when the 
shoals will appear.. Some indication of the 
extent of the s can also be given. 

It was thought at first that the new mine- 
field laid by the British Admiralty, which 
stretched across the St. George’s Channel to 
within three miles of the Irish coast, would 
interfere with deep-sea fishers, who operate 
some fifteen miles out. In actual fact, how- 
ever, 1t. was found that, with very little 
inconveilience, the difficulty could be sur. 
mounted. 

It was stated yesterday. that fair quantities 
of whiting were being caught.
